From Andrew Carnegie’s *“I'he Empire of Busi-
noss, "

A few years hence the exports of Iron
and steel and manufactures of fron and
steel from the republle to many parts
of the world, which in 1800 were valued
nt §1290,000,000, promise to be 50 great us
to constitute another chapter In the
record-breaking history of steel,

The Influence of our steel-making ci-
pacity upon development at home must
be marvelous, for the nation that makes
the cheapest steel has the other nations
at its feet so far as manufacturing in
most of its branches is concerned. The
vheapest steel means the cheapest
ships, the c¢heapest machinery, the
cheaupest thousand and one articles of
which steel {8 the base, We are on the
eve of a development of the manufac-
turing powers of the republic such as
the world has never seen.

The republic's progress and com-
manding position as a steel producer
are told in a few words; in 1873, only
twenty-seven years ugo, the Unlted
Btates produced 108,798 tons of steel,
wnd Great Britain, her:chief competl-
tor, 833,600 tons, more than three tlmes
ns much, Twenty-six yeara later, In
1800, the republic made more than
twice as much as the monarchy, the
figures being 10,620,857 and 5,000,000 tons
respectively, un elght-fold increase for
CGreat Britaln and Afty-three-fold for
the republie, and It made almost 40 per
cent, of all the steel made In the world,
which was 27000000 tons.
